Egypt was famous and profperous, 
during many ages, by means of a general ed- 
ucation of chiidren and youth in the princi- 
oles of juflice, temperance, benevolence, 
veneration of parents and fuperiors, &c. as 
weil as in the pra€tice of fuch laborious in- 
duftry, that ‘* even their amufements were 
adapted to rengeben the body and improve 
the mind.’ 


The children of the Perfians, during the

period of their national glory, ** were taught 
virtue, (fays one) as thofe of other nations 
were taught /etters.”” ‘* The children of 
the royal family and of the nobles were, at 
an early period of life, put under the tuition 
of four of the wifeft and moft virtuous ftatef- 
men. The firft taught them the worfhip of 
the Gods ; the fecond trained them up to 
fpeak truth and praéiice equity ; the third 
habituated them to fubdue voluptuoufnefs 
and to enjoy real liberty ;—to be always 
maflers of themfelves and paflions ; and the 
fourth infpired them with courage, and by 
‘eaching them how to command themfelves, 
taught them how to rule over others,” 
Atter Cyrus, the famous general and 
prince of Perfia, who is often mentioned in 
facred feripture, had conquered Croefus 
king of Lydia, he ufed a piece of policy to- 
ard the Lydian nation, which brought an 
indelible ftain upon himfelf, while, at the 
fame time, it manifefted his knowledge of 
the force of education on national charaéter. 
With a view to keep the Lydians ina ftate 
of perpetual vaffalage, he ordered their chil- 
dren and youth to be educated and brought 
upin the moft idle and effeminate manner. 
This nefarious meafure produced the bane- 
The Lyd- 
lans, in confequence, loft their manly and 
virtuous charaéter, and became a moft ener- 
vated and defpicable people. If Cyrus had 
put the whole nation tothe fword, men, wo- 
men and children, it would, pernaps, have 
been Iefs cruel than to have deftroyed their 
morals, by thus poifoning them at the root. 
By what means did the Roman republic 
attain the confiftence and firength of tron ?*

—It was the manner of educating youth, in 
point of morals and habits, that laid the foun- 
dation of its durability and immenfe power. 
That wonderful people were careful to train 
up their children in the habits of induftry, 
frugality, temperance and fell government, 
and to infpire their tender minds with a ven- 
eration of the powers above and with an in- 
conquerable love for their country and zeal 
tor its glory. 

Now in every age, the fame moral as well 
as natural eaufes will produce the fame ef- 
tefts. No free nation can reafonably expe€t 
to perpetuate its freedom, unlefs by habitua- 
ting children to a courfe of orderly and vir- 
tuous living, as weil as by diffufing among 
them neceflary and Ufeful knowledge: This 
is cherifhing the fprings of life in a commons 
wealth... By beftowing due attention ae 
cardinal point, the hberties of our cou 
may be prolonged :—but if it continues to 
be neglected, they will foon be loft. 

Modern education has been too much con- 
fined to exterior accomplifhments. Someof 
che ancients, tho’ with far mierior advanta- 
ges, much exceeded the moderns in their 
diligent and fuccefsful efforts to form the 
morals and habits of children-~They made 
it a national concern. Jt occupied a large 
portion of the time and attention of their 
magiftrates and legiflators, as we) as of pa- 
reuts and teachers: and their eXample, in 
this point, is equally worthy to be admired 
and imitated, 

Whenever the comfederated republic of 
America fhall be feen to beftow equal atten. 
tion on the moral culture of yauth, and fhall 
ufe for this purpofe thofé infinitely fuperior 
advantages which chriftianity affords, then 
will there be caufe to hail the joyful preface 
of its permanent freedom and glory.

We are fenfible that governme.tt is neceflary 
for man ; without it he cannot enjoy the 
bleflings of fociety. And it is with grati- 
tude we refleé& that the citizens of the Unit- 
ed States are bleffled with the freeft govern- 
ments on earth ; which emanated from them- 
felves, and are adminiftered by men of their 
own appointment. To prove the {uperiori- 
ty of thefe governments, to prelerve and per- 
petuate them, to tranfmit them unimpaired 
to the lateft pofterity, muft be the higheft am- 
bition of every honeft citizen, 

With your Excellency we feel the necef- 
fity and importance of preferving the union 
of thefe States. On it, under divine vi- 
dence, depend our refpeftability and fatety 
as a nation, and our happinefs as individuals. 
Incalculable are the evils which might flow 
from their difunion. It is therefore the duty 
of all, but more efpecia!lly of thofe who are 
placed in public office, to cultivate and cher- 
ifh fuch a fpirit, as will beft tend to avert 
an event fo juftly deprecated. As the beft 
mean, however, of perpetuating our union, 
the citizens of the United States fhould be 
impreffed with a due fenfe of the importance 
ot preferving the federal Confltitution invio- 
late. : 

To flrengthen our national union, to give 
Rability to the ** Conftitutions, which we 
have in the moft folemn manner engaged to 
fupport,” to promote a generous confidence 
in thofe who are called to adminifter our gov- 
ernments, and at the fame time a vigilant at- 
tention to their meafures of adminiftration, 
are not lefs the diétates of intereft than of 
duty. We truft that the good fenfe and pat- 
riotifm of the people, will forever preferve 
the princip'es of our Conftitutions from vi- 
olation ; and if under the influence ot party 
zeal, or a miftaken defire to promote the 
public good, any a€ts fhould ever be paffed 
inconfiftent with thofe principles, that will 
not obtain the fanétion of time. And we 
deem it proper on this occafion to declare, 
that we confider an Independent Judiciary 
as one of the beft fupports end moft effen- 
tia! attributes of a free government. 

The experience of all ages has proved that 
there is no evil, to which free nations are 
more expofed, than the prevalence of party 
fpirit.. It is, perhaps, the neceflary off- 
{pring of tree governments ; but it frequent- 
ly proves their bane and deftraétion. It is 
incumbent, therefore, on every good citizen 
carefully to watch over and fupprefs fuch a 
fpirit in himfelf, to frown upon and dif- 
countenance it in others. ‘They who, to 
promote party purpofes, or to raife them- 
felves to office, invent and give circulation 


} a€tcrs, whatever may

muit have hearts totally devoid iF ececy tru- 
ly virtuous and patriotic principle. They 
not only injure the perfons whom they ca- 
lumniate, but they ivan irreparable injury 
to the community.——-They difcourage good 
men from accepting offices of truft and ref- 
ponfibility. They introduce men unprinci- 
pled and regardlefs of charaéter in their ftead. 
They thereby pave the way for the deftruc- 
tion of our prefent tree Government, and 
will enable fome popular and fuccefstul u- 
furper to eftablifh his empire on their-ruins. 
We flatter ourfelves that the mildnefs ot the 
American charaéter, and the good fenfe of 
the people will preferve them from thefe e- 
vils ; but it ought to be deeply impreffed on 
their minds that the only way to avoid the 
calamities, which have befallen other free 
nations is to avotd their errors. 

The feveral fubje&ts which your Excel- 
lency has pointed out for our confideration, 
and any fubfequent communications, which 
you may be pleafed to make, fha)l meet a 
prompt and refpeétfnl attention.

|}ed all round the edges, fo as to fill up every 
lcranny, and effectually exclude the air. A 
little falt may then be ftrewed over the whole, 
and the cover firmly fixed down, to remain 
clofely fhut till opened for ufe. If this be 
carefully done, the butter may be kept per- 
fe€tly found in this climate for many 
years,*

AN author in Scotland, whofe name is 
William Dixon, has lately enriched the ftore 
of Englifh literature witha work, which one 
iS furp. ized as not palia century airo appeared 
in our language, a tranflation of the feleé 
difcourfes of the juftiy celebrated Maffe!lon, 
Bithop of Clerment. 

This interefling work is publifhed in three 
vols. 8vo. and is introduced witha ‘ Life of 
Maffelion, by M. D’Alembert. 

The whele of the life, which is fhort, is 
written in a iiyle of cafe and elegance ca!cula- 
ted to pleafe thetafle; butthe znerdends in the 
lite of fo great and good a man as the Bithop : 
of Clermont, aie what more powerfully inter. 
eft the heart. He was born in Provence, in 
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the year 1663. His father was a poor at- 
torney, to whom he could look neither for pat- 
ronage nor pecuniary aid—hence it was faid 
of him as of an illuftrious Roman, ** Videtur 
ex fe natus’’—** He feemed to have produced 
himfelf.”. At17, he devoted himfelf to the 
ftudy of Divinity ; but his firft preformance 
in the pulpit having excited a high degree of 
approbation, his modefty became alarmed ; 
he feared the effeéts of popular praife, and 
retired toa priory, where he affumed the habit 
of amonk.—The Cardinal de Noaiiles lfav- 
ing difeovered him in his obfcurity obliged 
him once more to appear in the pulpit. His 
eloquence foon attraéted univerfal admiration. 
On one occafion, as Voltaire relates, he fo 
completely engaged the whole attention of his 
audience, and wrought up their imaginations 
to fuch a pitch, that when he came toa part 
ot his difcourfc in which he reprefented the 
Saviour at the laft day defcending, amidf 
myriads of angels, to judgment, his whole 
audience involuntarily rofe from their feats. 

His general charaéter was uniformly digni- 
fied, amiable and refpefted. ‘* He preached, 
fays D’Alembert, the virtues of difinterefted- 
nefs, fimplicity, forgetfulnefs itfelf, and was 
himfelf an example of what he taught—A wife 
moderation was his predominant charaéter. 

‘* Deeply imprefled withthe duties of his 
ftation, Maffellon fulfilled the principal fune- 
tion ofa bifhop ; that which attraéts lové and 
refpeét from incredulity itfelf, the delightful 
exercife of benevolence. He fent, in the 
{pace of two years, twenty thoufand livres to 
the Hotel Dieu, at Clermont. His whole 
revenue was at the fervice of the poor. His 
diocefe retain the remembrance of his bene- 
ficence now, after tlfirty years, and his mem- 
ory is ftill honored by the moft eloquent of 
all funeral orations—the tears of an hundred 


thoufand people whom his bounty made happy. 


‘This funeral oration he enjoyed in his life 
time.— Whenever he appeared in the ftreets, 
the people proftrated themfe!ves before him, 
cailing him ! 
his head. 
every Bifhop ought to die—without wealth 
and without debt. It was onthe 28th of Sep- 
tember, 1742, thatthe Church, Eloquence and 
Humanity, fuffered the irreparable lols. A 
circumflance which happened not long ago, 
calculated to affeét every heart of fenfibility, 
proves how dear the memory of Maffellon is, 
not only to the poor, whofe tears he had wip- 
ed away, but to all who knew him. Some 
years az9, atraveiler, pafling thro Clermont, 
wifhed to fee the country houfe in which the 
prelate ufed to fpend the greateft part of the 
year, and he applied to an old vicar, who, fince 
the death of the Bifhop, had never ventured to 
return tothat county houfe where its former 
inhabitant was no longer to be found. He 
confented, however, to gratify the defire of 
the travel er, noiwithftanding the profound 
grief he expetted to fuffer in ‘evifiting a place 
fo dear to his remembrance. They accord-

Among others he apphed to Pope, 
and produced the certificate ; Pope, on fee- 
ing the Dean’s hand-writing, which he well 
knew, told the man, “ It he could produce 
any crecible perfon, who could atteft that he 
was the fervant the dean meant, he weuld 
hire him.”” The man produced teftimony 
to this faét ; upon which Pope took him in-
